The Northfield Girls’ Conference 
after its gathering last Thursday got 
under headway with a most interest- 
ing program. On last Sunday Dr. 
Paul E. Scherer of the Holy Trinity 
Lutheran Church, New York City, was 
the speaker. The text of Dr. Scher- 
er’s address was James I; 28—"He is 
like a man beholding his natural face 
in a glass.” The speaker pointed out 
the idea that each man can get a view 
of himself whenever he looks into the 
Bible, or whenever he sees his own 
self in the light of Jesus Christ. 

On Monday, Dr. Albert G. Butzer, 
Minister of the West Side Presbyteri- 
an Church, Ridgewood, N. J., was the 
principal speaker. “Although the Bi- 
ble is the best seller every year,’ the 
speaker stated, ‘‘nevertheless, there is 
an ignorance about its contents.” 

He traced the development of the 
Bible as we have it, and added that al- 
though this book is man-made, it is 
God-insvired. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Albert G. Butzer 
of Ridzewood, N. J., again addressed 
the conference on ‘Essential Beliefs,” 
taking ‘‘Prayer” as his subject. “Most 
people who call themselves Christians 
today are missing fire in their reli- 
gious life because they do not pray,” 
Dr. Butzer asserted.

Taxpayers Of State 
Forming Associations; 


taxpayers by the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of the New England Council haa 
resulted in organization of taxpayers’ 
associations in nineteen cities and 
towns in this state. Four others are 
in process of formation summarizing 
portions of the Massachusetts data on 
governmental economy which = in 
greater detail will be presented to the 
New England Council meeting. 

Emphasis upon the formation of 
taxpayers’ associations in Massachu- 
setts: resulted from the fact that the 
New England Conference, last fall, 
the New England Council, and then 
the Massachusetts Council after stu- 
dies of the subject, all chose the tax- 
| payers’ association as the type of ma- 
ichinery most useful in bringing about 
reductions in local expenditures. The 
taxpayers’ associations are research 
or fact-finding bodies devoted to stu- 
idying local government functions to 
| discover opportunities for reductions 
and efficiencies in expenditures, and 
otherwise aiding local governments to 
control the tax burden. 

Early this year the Massachusetts 
Division of the Council, realizing the 
necessity of reduced taxation and 
more efficient expenditure of public

'Rederal Employees 
Warned To Abstain 
! Political Activity

The following announcement has 
recently been made by the United 
States Civil Service Commission and 
js worth considering by all. 

In order that Federal classified em- 
ployees might be fully advised of the 
pee wlan of the civil-service rules re- 
ating to political activity by organ- 
zed groups, the Commission has pub- 
ished for yeurs its ruling that what 
ian employee may not lawfully do in- 
idependently he may not luwfully do 
'n open or seeret co-operation with 
thers; neither may he employ for any 
inlawful purpose an agent, officer, 


or other person chosen by himself or 
ubject to his power. Every employee 
x clearly responsible for a continua- 
‘tion or repetition of the abuse of 
/power vested by such employee in an 


association, or its officers or in other 
/persons. Such responsibility may be 
terminated only by establishing and 
maintaining effective control over 
such agencies, or by the withdrawal 
of the power so vested in them. 

To make a public attack on a candi- 
date for public office is to take active 
part in a political cumpaign. Such ac- 
tion by an employee is a violation of 
Civil Service Rule I and may subject 
the offending employee to separation 
from the public service. If the attack

Schools Fail to Teach 


EADING is a much more com-| ; 
plicated matter than most per-| } 
sons suppose, and the eyes, instead 
of moving evenly across the page, 
scan the line in a series of leaps and 
auses, according to M. J. Julian, 
irector of the Betier Vision Insti- 
tute, speaking at a meeting in New 
York City. The speed at which the 
eyes can make these hops and the 
number of pauses a line determine 
& person's reading ability. Experi- 
ments on high school students have 
shown that the eyes of a person 
reading a line of type three and one- 
half inches long pause anywhere 
from five to ten times, with an aver- 
age pause for every half inch of 
type. The eyes change focus from 
pause to pause, which last from one- 
tenth to one-quarter of a second, 
thus indicating the great dexterity 
on the part of the eyes required in 
reading. 

Most persons read more than one 
word at a time, experiments show- 
ing that the average reader takes in 
one and one-half words at each 
focus of the eyes.

“Educators up to now have not 
generally seemed to understand the 
importance of rapid silent reading. 
Although it is true that oral reading 
exercises are a part of the program 
of every elementary school,’ contin- 
ued Mr. Julian, “it must be remem- 
bered that oral reading is very dif- 
ferent from silent reading. The 
vocalization of the words makes the 
process slow and cumbersome and 
distracts attention, which lessens 
speed. Oral reading is three or 
four times as slow as silent reading. 
Training in oral reading is certainly 
valuable, but training in silent read- 
ing, which is the type of reading the 
average individual will do all his 
life after he leaves school, is a prob- 
lem neglected hy our educators.”

We Start Digging 


A nation of 120,000,000 persons 
from children to their grandparents 
have started dizging into their pock- 
ets for an additional $1,118,500,000 
in new taxes to aid the government 
balance its budget. The 1932 reven- 
ue act, signed by President Hoover 
and designed to raise a total of $3,- 
261,600,000 to meet the government’s 
expenses in the 1933 fiscal year, put 
most of the new levies in force. Near- 
ly every citizen, from five and ten 
cent store girl clerks to the multi- mil 
lionaire, will start contributing to the 
increased levies. 

They apply to a long list of articles 
and products ranging from candy, 
‘chewing gum and electric light bills to 
automobiles and conveyances of prop- 


erty. The wealthy will be the hardest | 


hit because they purchase more of the 
articles taxed and because of in- 
icreased levies on income in the 
hizher brackets. 

The largest part of the new duties 
will be upon articles not taxed since 
war days. The manufacturer will pav 
the tax, but in a number of cases will 
pass the cost along to the ultimate 
purheaser. These levies are designed 
to raise $457,000,000 in revenue. 

The new income taxes are as high 
aa those paid in 1921 with the normal 
rates at 4 ner cent and & per cent and 
the exemptions cut to £2500 for a 
married person and $1,000 for a sin 
'gle person. ; 


Increased Postage 


Don't forget that when mailing 
your letters on and after July 6, 1932 
the rate of postage on first class mail 
will be three cents per ounce or frac- 
tion of ounce. One full rate postage 
must be prepaid on letters to have 
same dispatcned. 

The rate of air mail letters will be 
eight cents for the first ounce or frac- 
tion of ounce and 13 cents per ounce 
or fraction for each additional ounce. 

Postal cards and post cards are not 
subject to any increase in postage. 

Patrons who have a_ supply of 
stamped envelopes on hand ,are re- 
quested to affix 1 cent stamps to the 
envelopes, and use same until their 
supply is exhausted.

There 
will be a slight change in that, instead 
‘of a straight dash between number 
and state abbreviation the place of 
the dash will be taken by some other 
simple device. 

Many of the plates for next year 
have already been manufactured at 
the state prison and others are be- 
ing turned out regularly and sent to 
the registry or its branches.

wholly for the satisfaction of their 
lholders; it is a real help to the regis- 
itry, which is enabled thereby to Zet 
'100,000 sets of passenger car num 
lbers in the hands of the owners in 
advance of the end-of the-year rush, 
and thus relieve to a considerable ex- 
tent the pressure upon the registry.

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Small Stature No Bar 
to Great Achievement 

There have been a great many short 
men besides “the little corporal,” the 
five-foot-two Napoleon. who have made 
the world sit up and take notice. Two 
of our Presidents were among them. 
Martin Van Buren and John Quincy 
Adama. Martin Van Buren was often 
alluded to as “the little magician,” be 
cause of his shortness of stature and 
his mastery of political wizardy. And 
there was Stephen A. Dougias, scarce 
ly more than five feet tall, affection. 
ately nicknamed “the Httfe giant.” 

Gen. George B. McClellan, the Dem. 
ocratic candidate against Abraham 
Lincoln In 1864, was “Little Mac,” and 
sometimer—paradoxically—“Little Na- 
poteon.” a title which he shared with 
General Beauregard. Admiral Farra- 
cut was five feet six and a half Inches 
tall. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes, John Paul 
Jones and Gen. Phil Sheridan were 
each five feet; Beethoven was scarce 
ly more than five feet four; John 
Keats a little more than five feet. and 
Swinburne and Whistler are given as 
five feet or so In stature. 

Other men who are described as be 
Ing short, or under medium height 
were Chaucer, Michelangelo, Chopin, 
John Milton, Robesplerre, Alexander 
Pope, Savonarola, Thomas B. Macau- 
lay, Charies Lamb, Ibsen. Thoreau, 
Thomas Moore.

Newspaper Ads Get Trade 


Many companies have maintained 
and even increased their earnings by 
consistent newspaper advertising, the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation states in announcing the re- 
sults of a survey by its Bureau of Ad- 
vertising. 

One automobile concern which _in- 
creased its newspaper budget 33 per 
cent, the bureau announced, showed a 
40 per cent increase in earnings 
during 1931. A manufacturer of 
electric refrigerators spent $200,000 
last year in newspaper space, and 
dollar sales for the year were 460 
per cent of sales in 1930. 

Of four leading tobacco manufac- 


turers who increased newspaper 
| space in 1931, three showed an in- 


;crease in earnings, and one a slizht 


decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures 
of these four companies in newspaper 
advertising were increased from 
$20,000,000 in 1980 to $26,000,000 
in 1931, and aggregate earnings in- 
crease dfrom $1056,200,00 and $111,- 
300,000. On the other hand, the bu- 
reau said that four tobacco companies 
which decreased their aggregate in- 
vestment in newspaper space in 1931 
showed a 45 per cent decline in com- 
bined net earnings. 


The report of the State Police 
shows that all motor vehicle investi- 
gations by the uniformed branch do 
not result in arrests is indicated by 
the portion of the report which shows 
that of the 28,788 violations during 
the year 11,824 resulted in warnings 
by officers, 8728 in summonses 853 
in arrests, 7134 warnings by letter 
from headquarters and 19 in recom- 
mendations to the registry of motor 
vehicles for the suspension of license 
or rezistration.
